Let this fact have 
all the weight it is entitled to, although, 
in all candor, it seerns ridiculous to us 
that any part of the subject-matter should he 
brought forward to test the merits of one who 
has tilled so many eminent stations in public 
life as has Col. Boyd. As a politician and 
statesman, he has a public record and a dis- 
tinctive character of his own, entirely inde- 
pendent of the personal regards of Clay, and 
by these alone should lie be judged. His re- 
cord is spread in bold, broad characters over 
the history of our national legislation for fif- 
teen or twenty years past, and on it should he 
stand or fall in the coming election. In our 
judgment it is Democratic, and nothing but 
Democratic, and defies criticism. 

OiT’The following adventure of a roving 
chevalier of fortune, which we clip from the 
Nashville Union and American, will almost 
identify the hero as an old acquaintance of 
most persons who have visited our State pris- 
on within several years past prior to the fall 
of 1857, although the spelling of the names is 
slightly different. The adventure would do 
for the handsome Dr. Haynes, celebrated for 
his marrying propensities: 

The notorious Dr. Hines was in our city yes- 
terday, and wa9 watched by our police, who felt 
they had no authority to arrest him. He ex- 
pressed a desire to leave 04 one of the bouts de- 
parting during the day. He was in Macon, Ga., 
•last Saturday, and while there, as we learn from 
the Augusta Constitutionalist, called at the office 
of a gentleman of that city and introduced him- 
self as Col. Pickens, of South Carolina, who had 
served with the aforesaid gentleman in Congress, 
and after conversing for half an hour about their 
contemporaries in Congress and prominent inci 
dents in their public services, asked and obtained 
the loan of fifteen dollars to prosecute his journey 
to Charleston. Five minutes after the Doctor 
had left, a gentleman stepped into tl e office with 
a copy of the Constitutionalist, containing a par 
agruph about him, which would have been worth 
fifteen dollars if it had been seen a little sooner. 
The gentleman who was “sold” is something like 
the elder Caxton, and a good deal like Uncle i 
Toby, and made no effort to recover his money. 

Drowned. — Two negro men, Reuben Thom- 
as and Tabb Smith, on last Saturday attempt- 
ed to cross the river at this place from the 
South Frankfort side to the drift pile j ust above 
the bridge. They succeeded in reaching the 
drift, when their skiff was capsized by the 
strong current then in the river, and Reuben 
was unfortunately drowned in the presence of 
a number of spectators, who were unable to 
render him assistance in time to save his life.

Everybody knows that for more than twen- 
ty years, characterized by extraordinary po- 
litical feeling, Mr. Clay and Col. Boyd were 
decided and zealous political opponents. 

Jn common with the whole Democratic 
party of the Union, Mr. Boyd condemned the 
course of Mr. Clay in the Presidential election 
by the House of Representatives in 1824. and 
in a speech in Congress, in 1844, in reply to 
ex-Speaker White, who bad made a speech on 
the subject in which he attacked Col. Boyd, 
the Colonel gave utterance to his decided con- 
demnation of Mr. Clay’s vote lor Adams in 
1824, and of his vote against the repeal of the 
Bankrupt Law in 1842 — both being in his 
opinion in violation of the sentiments and 
wishes of the people of Kentucky. 

Unlike thousands of others of the Demo- 
cratic party, Col. Boyd did not charge a 
corrupt bargain upon Mr. Clay. 

Everybody will remember the desperate at- 
tempt made by the Whig press of Kentucky 
to disparage Col. Boyd, by a system of un- 
bridled abuse and denunciation, on account of 
the speech referred to, by a misrepresentation 
or distortion of facts, but utterly tailing to 
show that Col. Boyd had done Mr. Clay or 
anybody else the slightest injustice. Their 
poisonous shafts fell harmless at his feet, and 
as an appropriate response to their vile asper- 
sions, he was returned to Congress at the next ;

THOMAS H. CLAY. 

This missile was procured, as we under- 1 
stand, at great trouble, to affect Col. Boyd on 
the eve of his last election to Congress; but as 
it fell entirely without harm among his ac- 
quaintances, he treated it with silence. 

Again last winter, pending the Senatorial 
canvass, this miserable piece of electioneering j 
ware was again paraded before the public; i 
and although it was the joint work of Geo. D. 
Prentice and a “Democrat” writing in the 
Henderson Reporter over the signature of 
“Josephus,” Col. Boyd still took no public no- 
tice of it.

My Dear Sir : 1 have just received yonrcom 
mnnic. ition of the 12th instant, in which yo 
request me to state what 1 know of the relation 
existing between the Hon. Linn Boyd and tha 
illustrious statesman and patriot, Henry Clay, m 
the decease of the latter. What l have to say on 
this subject will be necessarily embodied mas few 
words as possible, since I am just about to set out 
upon a journey of great urgency. During the fierce . 
struggle which occurred in the summer of 1850, 
which ultimately resulted in the adoption of the 
Compromise measures, I saw, with great mortifi- 
cation, that the two gentlemen referred to, 1 
though struggling zealously in the same good 
cause, for certain delicate reasons held no person- 
al intercourse, and, on inquiry, learned that they J 
had been for some years estranged from each 
other, and had been even at one time, to some 
extent, inimical. Deeming it quit e desirable on 
many accounts, and especially with a view to the 
furtherance of the scheme of adjustment, that a 
reconcilement between them should be effected, 

I set myself to work for the accomplishment of 
this interesting purpose, and happily succeeded 
without much difficulty in removing all obstacles 
to the establishment of a cordial amity between 
them. It is within my own personal knowledge 
that Col. Boyd and his lady visited .Mr. Clay at 
his parlor, in the Nftiional Hotel, immediately 
after the reconcilcnu nt above referred to had 
been brought about, which they did upon the 
special invitation of Mr. Clay himself transmitted 
through me. What intercourse afterw ards oc- j 
curred between these two gentlemen I am not \ 
prepared to state, but have the best reason to be- 1 
lieve that they continued friends up to the lament- 
ed demise of that great and good man, whose de- :

The brief period which remains of vour pres- 
ent session, and the great urgency and impor- 
tance of legislative action, before its termination, 
for the protection of American citizens and their 
property while in transit across the Isthmus route* 
between our Atlantic and Pacific possessions, 
renders it my duty again to recall this subject to 
your notice. I have heretofore presented it in 
mv annual messages, both of December, 1857 
and 1858, to which I beg to refer In the latter 
I state that the Executive Government of this 
country, in its intercourse with foreign nations, i- 
limited to the employment of diplomacy alone; 
where this fails, ii can proceed no further. It 
cannot legitimately resort to force without the 
direct authority of Congress, except in resisting 
and repelling hostile attacks. It would have no 
authority to enter the territories of Nicaragua 
even to prevent the deduction of the transit and 
to protect the lives and properity of our own citi- 
zens on their passages. It is true that on a sudden 
emergency of this character the President would 
direct nnv armed force in the vicinity to march 
to their relief, hut in doing this he would act upon 
hisown responsibility Under these circum tances. 

I earnestly reemmend to Congress the passage of 
an act authorizing the President, under such re- 
strictions as they may deem proper, to employ the 
land and naval forces of the United States in pre 
venting the transit from being obstructed or closed 
by lawless violence, and in protecting the lives 
and property of American citizens traveling 
thereupon; requiring at the same time that these 
forces shall be withdrawn the moment the danger 
shall have passed away. Without such a provis- 
ion, our citizens will be constantly exposed to in- 
terference in their progress and to lawless violence. 



would be a virtual surrender of the powers of 
Congress, and in opposition to the express precepts 
of the constitution. 

.Air. Fessenden expres*rd similar views, and 
cited the Paraguay expedition, which was to con- . 
sist of a single ship and is now an armada of twen- 
ty sail, to show how the President might plunge 
the nation in a war. The President now comes 
forward and ask* for general powers. It would 
be moie rational to take initiatory steps at once 
to have a King, than blindly to confer absolute 
power on a President. 

Mr Douglas, of 111., was glad that the Presi- 
dent had culled attention to the subject. He con- 
sidered that the President should have power to 
keep open the transit route to our citizens and 
commerce. Moreover, he ought to be invested 
with power to summarily enforce redress for any 
outrage on our flag, our cirizens, or our property, 
wherever it may occur. The Executive of any 
other nation has it. Mr. Douglas did not mean 
to give a special vote of confidence in the present 
Executive, but he was content to entrust that j 
power to him and his successors in all time. Our 
policy is to make the Executive strong abroad; 
tom ke the American name respected, but not 
unduly to increase the Executive power within 
the United States. He hoped this message 
would originate a more vigorous and efficient for- 
eign policy. 

Mr Davis, of Miss., did not concur in lie doc | 
trine of the Senator from Illinois to its full ex- j 
tent. There is no foreseeing towh.t limit it j 
might not extend, if urged by ambition or any 
other feeling. That we want to invest the Ex- ' 
ecutive with more powers than our forefathers | 
gave, only marks the decedence of the American i 
people. Mr. Davis would prefer the delay of j 
congressional action to the surrender of a great j 
constitutional princip'e: but he did not under 
stand the President as asking lor undue or irre- 
sponsible powers. 

The transit route was constructed by American 
citizens, with American capital, and is therefore 
ai exceptional case. Mr. Davis would grant the 
Executive the power he asked, but would 
limit it to the special case which is known to 
exist 

Mr. Green, of Mo , obtained the floor, and ex 
pre-sed himself ready to go on with his remarks. 
Several Senators proposed to adjourn, whereupon 
Mr. Green said this was one of the most im- 
portant measures ever before the Senate, and 
ought to be carefully understood. He would 
therefore defer his remarks — and the Senate ad- 
journed. 

House. — The House went into Cnmmitteeof 
the Whole on the army appropriation bill. 

Mr. Stanton, of Ohio, offered an amendment to 
strike out the appropriation for reciuiting, on 
which he proposed to test the sense of the mem- 
bers as to whether they were in favor of a reduc- 
tion ot the army. 

During the debate, Mr. Lovejov said that he 
wanted to put the army between the horns, so as 
to have merely a skeleton hung up for the study 
of practical anatomy He was credibly informed 
and believed that the army was used to get up 
Indian wars and establish garrisons to advance 
the price of town lots. Some mouths ago there 
was a just cry against the Mormons, and it was 
urged that they should be exterminated, merely 



because they preferred white concubines to black. 
[Laughter.] 

He was proceeding to reply to Air. Letcher's 
remarks of yesterday, when he was called to order 
by Air. Phelps for irrelevancy. 

Mr. Lovejov said that the point of order al 
ways comes from the vast deep when the harpoon 
touches the blubber. 

Air. Phelp*, joining in the laughter, said that 
lie had only insisted on an observance of rules. 

Mr. Stanton’s amendment was rejected — yeas 
35, n »ys not counted. 

Mr. Comins, of Mass., said that he did not de- 
sire our army to be like the militia of Alississippi, 
which, according to an editor of that State, had 
an abundance of officers, hut no arms or privates 

Mr. Davis, of Miss., replied that the people ot 
his State were able to defend themselves without 
armies against Northern or foreign invaders with 
armies 

Mr. Comins said he did not mean to reflect up- 
on the people of Mississippi. 

Mr. Washburne, of Ills., moved an amendment 
protecting military reservations from trespass, and 
said that the Rock Island Reservation was being 
dripped of its timber and despoiled of its value, 
and that the War Department was making no ad- 
equate effort to protect it. Alter some debate, 
the amendment was rejected. 

Air. Faulkner offered an amendment cutting 
off the brevet pay. He said that there exists 
throughout the country a strong impression that 
the brevet rank is demoralizing, and leads to sub- 
serviency and favoritism. 

Mr. Bonham, of S. C., trusted that this step 
would not be taken, as it would cut down the 
pry of the general commanding, Lieut. General 
Scott, who had fairly won every dollar that had 
been bestowed on him. 

The amendment w as rejected — yeas 49, nays 80. 
The other amendments were acted on and the 
Committee rose. 

Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, asked leave to offer the 1 
following : 

W her r. as, In the correspondence of the New ! 
York Daily Times, of the 16th of Febru ary, sign- 
ed S., and also in tiie correspondence of other pa- 1 
pers, it is charged that a member ot the Commit- 
tee on Accounts made a bargain to receive mo 
ney as a consideration for passing certain claims 
thereof, and that subsequently the said member 
demanded money for his service; and — 

Whereas, It is further alleged that a member 
of the same committee compelled claimants to 
agree to give a portion of the appropriation bills 
passed before the committee in consideration of

Rosnlved, That a committee of five he ap- 
pointed to investigate the said charges and report 
before the clo*e of the present session. 

Mr. Burnett, of Kv , was tired of investiga- 
te n committees, which resulted in nothing. He 
was, how ever, in favor of examining into charges 
of corruption implicating members of the Hou-e; 
but in the present case he raised a question of 
order, namely, that no specific charge has been 
made against any member l>y i ume. 

T he Speaker decided that the resolution was 
in order. 

Air. Letcher, of Ya., suggested a committee of ! 
one, who could sooner get through the business 
than live. 

Air. Sickles, of N. Y-, understood that the evi- 
dence, on which the Times* article is based. \ 
amounted to this: a man who wrote a letter a 
year ago, exonerating every one from blame, now 
made an affidavit that his former statement was 
false. 

Air. Bonham, of S. C., wanted the name of the 
member. 

Mr Nichols said the name of the member was 
mentioned in the Times* article. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, and 
the House adjourned. 

Washington, Feb. 19. — House — Air. Hughes, 
of Indiana, called up the bill reported from the 
select committee appointed to examine tiie ac- . 
counts and conduct of Mr Ilackey, the late door- 
keeper, proposing to reform the abuses in the 
folding room. Tiie House, on motion, tabled it, | 
but adopted a resolution from that committee de- 
claring that all extra copies of books and 
meats, divided equally among the members, are 
intended for giatuitous distribution to liabraries 
and among the people, and any other disposition 
of the same meets the unqualified disapprobation 
of this Hou*e. 

The consideration of the army bill was resumed 
in Committee of the Whole on the state of the 
Union. 



Later from Europe. 

New York, Feb. 17. — The steamer Prince 
Albert has arrived at St. John’s with Liverpool 
advices to the 5th. 

Parliament has opened. The Queen’s speech 
being non-com miital and silent on the war 
question, earned a decline in the funds at Lon- 
don. 

France threatens to use force against Mexico. 
Contradictory rumors of a warlike character still 
prevail. 

The disquietude in political affairs throughout 
Europe was on the increase. 

The Bombay mail of January 11th had been tel- 
egraphed. Tiie British had met with various 
successes. Tanta Toofie’s forces had been de- 
feated. 

The Bourse had fluctuated considerably, and 
declined nearly one per cent, alter the reception 
of the Queen’s speech. 

Queen Victoria opened Parliament in person on 
the 3d inst. Her speech commenced with con- 
gratulations on the state of the country and the 
progress made in India. On foreign affairs it

The treaties with China and Japan are men- 
tioned as promising gioit commercial advantages. 

Satisfaction is expressed at the abolition by 
France of the negro immigration on the east coast 
of Africa, and the pending negotiations give 
promise of a total abandonment of the system 
In respect to Mexico, the speech says : “The 
state of this republic, distracted by civil wars, in- 
duced me to cairv forbearance to its utmost limit 1 '' 
in regard to the wrongs and indignities to which L * uentc 
the British residents have been subjected at the ! 
hand* of the two contending factions. They at 
length have carried it to such an extent that 1 
have been obliged to give instructions to the com 
mander of the naval forces in those seas to de- 
mand, and, if necessary, to enforce reparation.” 

An increased expenditure for the navy is asked 
for on account of the universal introduction of 
steam into naval warfare. The rest of the speech j 
appertains to local questions. Among the meas- 
ures promised, are parliamentary reform and a j 
new bankruptcy law. An address in response to 
the speech was agreed to by both Houses of Par- j 
liament 

Lord Melville, in the House of Lords, and 
Lord Palmer-ton, in the House of Commons, com- 
plained of the silence of the government in re- 
gard to the threatening state of the Italian ques- 
tion and other matters of interest. 

Lord Derby and Mr. D’ Israeli expressed con- 
fidence in the maintenance of peace. 

France — France continues her warlike prepa- 
rations. It is rumored that Pelissier will -soon 
return, to he succeeded as Minister to London by 
the Duke De Montipell. 

Great anxiety was felt regarding the speech of 
the Emperor of France, which is to be delivered 
at the opening of the Legislature on the 7th inst. 

It was rumored that he is preparing a surprise 
f >r the world, and that war was a certainty. 

The Mi lister of the Colonies had decided that 
the immigration of Africans shall be suspended by 
Chinese. 

Rumors were current in England of extensive 
warlike preparations, including an addition of 30,- 
000 men to the force of the navv. 

T'lie marriage of Prince Napoleon was cele- 
brated at Turin on the 20th nit. The bridal par- 
ty forthwith started for Paris. 

Turin letters say that matters looked slightly 
more pf cific there. 

The Austrian six million loan was introduced 
on London change at 83. The bears had offered 
5 per cent, interest. The loan was quoted at a 
docu- discount for sometime, but suddenly improved and 
c!o*ed at a small premium. 

The Brazilian mails which had arrived at Lis- 
bon, bring the news that Brazil had offered to act 
as mediator with Paraguay in regard to her diffi- 
culties with the United States. The American 
commander had accepted the offer, and the Brazil- 
ian Admiral had gone to Paraguay on the mis- 
sion. 

The price of coffe at Rio was unchanged.

But 
I I never gave you cause for this, Pope; I never 
did anything against you.” 

When the prisoner was being taken away, she 
called out to him. “I made no complaint against 
you, Pepe; the Recorder came to question me, 
and I had to tell the truth.” and «he again re- 
peated these words to the clerk, ask ng him to teil 
Fuentes that she had no ill feeling against him. 

Time fails us to give an idea of the distressing 
scene, which brought tears to manv an eve.
